EXHIBITIONS: Lower Level Exhibition Area : THE WORLD OF CERAMICS: MASTERPIECES FROM 

THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART. A selection of more than 160 ceramic 
masterpieces from the ancient, Islamic, medieval, later European, 
pre-Columbian, American Indian, Japanese, Chinese, Korean, and Indian 
collections of the Museum. Through September 5, 1982. 

Classroom Level Exhibition Area : THE PORCELAIN CONNECTION. This 
exhibition which includes 18 porcelains, 2 oil paintings, and 2 photo- 
murals of tapestries, all from the Museum* s collections focuses on the 
historical contacts between East and West during the 17th and 18th 
centuries. Through August 15, 1982. 

Gallery A (adjacent to bookstore) : THE ART OF BRONZE. An educational 
exhibition of small bronze masterworks, photomurals, and wall text 
explains the three major steps involved in the making of a bronze 
sculpture or relief.
